WHAT IS A “GENTLEMAN?” 


A Schoolmaster Held Not Entitled To 


Be So Ranked Under English Laws. 


(From the Brooklyn Eagle.)

‘ing there. The law provides that witness 
ifees shall be pald on one scale for gentle- 
men and professional men and at a lower 
rate for tradesmen.

‘der the later designation and sued for 
llega] recognition of the fact that he was 
a gentleman. The court decided that, al- 
‘though this school master might be a gen- 
lItleman in fact, he was no gentleman in 
‘law and that he must be content to take 
‘the fees of a tradesman. 

The judge tried to solve the discrim- 
‘ination which the law makes by adding 
that a school master was expected to be 
a “gentleman in fact,”’ even though the 
law denied the title to him. There {fs 
some consolatior also in the fact that the 
court recognized that the definition in 
Blackstone—‘a man who carries arms”— 
is no longer applicable. It would be ea 
sad blow iff that decision should ever be 
quoted in a Kentucky court, but until the 
hip pocket {s left out of Kentucky trous- 
ers there is no danger that the déciaion 
will ever be alluded to in that state. 
Self-preservation is the first law of na- 
ture. Old Dr. Johnson's definition of a 
gentleman, ‘‘a man Who drives a gig,’’ 
did not get an airing in the proceeding. 
Otherwise a motion to amend the substi- 
tution of antomoobile for gig would have 
been in order. All this serves to show 
what a w-se stroke our forebears made 
when they struck out the whele trumpery 
muddle of titles from our law. Qt course. 
their common sense cannot prevent any 
of their descendants from pulling wires 
to become @ colonel, a major or éven a 
lieutenant, but at least they have pro- 
vided for us the right to apply “gentle-

concerning Russell Sage during my 
stay in New York, and the report is that 
he will not be in active business much 
longer. He seldom comes to his office 
more than once a week, and he some- 
times keeps away for months.

now in the hands of his clerks, and many 
of the transactions are consummated 
with6ut reference to him. I called at 
bis office this morning and was told 
it would be almost impossible to see 
the old gentleman at his residence, and 
that when he came down town he de- 
voted himself solely to business.

His bids 
ranged.from 108 up to 112, and the bids 
for $1,500,000 worth were higher than 
the bids made by Pierpont Morgan and 
his syndicate. AS a result that much of 
the bonds were awarded to him. 

At the time White made the bid he had 
not a dollar in his pocket, and his sole 
capital was about 44 cents, which he 
used in postage etamps, and in addition 
a little small change. As so0On as the 
award was made he called upon several 
bankers and tried to get a loan to en- 
able him to pay for the bonds, but they 
all refused. He then went to Russell 
Sage and frankly told him just how he 
was situated.

OSTON, January /7.—(Special.)— 
B Curiously enough Boston's latest 

step in the march of progress, the 
opening of the East Boston tunnel as one 
more extension of the city’s remarkable 
transportation system, is the means of 
preserving one of the last of the Puritan 
capital's famous historical land marks, 
the old state house at the head of State 
street where it touches Washington 
street. The lower story of this quaint 
old structure has now become a great 
underground passenger station for the 
tube under the harbor by which the 
rapid transit iines of the island suburbs 
of East ‘Boston and Winthrop have 
just been connected with the elevated, 
subway and surface car systems of the 
mainiand.

Indeed the resemblance to a great steam 
railroad station is most striking. The 
train shed is vaulted with steel girders 
and lighted with high windows and a 
roof of giass, and the elevated trains 
enter through a wide brick arch trimmed 
with light stone, while “dead-end” 
tracks of the various surface lines are 
designated with gign boards, much as 
in the onmdinary steam road “depot.” 
Walting rooms with ali their conveni- 
ences, and news stands, public telephone 
booths and the offices of various de- 
partments of operation occupy the head 
house, where {is also the company’s train- 
ing school for its employes. 

Besides these great rapid transit ter- 
minals Boston possesses two large steam 
railroad stations, one of which, the South 
Terminal, takes rank as pnysically the 
largest in the world. The other, the 
North Union station, held that distinc- 
tion when {t was built, eleven years ago 
and still ranks among the very largest. 
It is the South’ Terminal, however—oc- 
cupied Dy the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, and the Boston 
and Albany, now one of the New York 
Centra]’a lines—that gives visitors com- 
ing to Boston from a distance a realiz- 
ing sense of the magnitude of pwblic 
improvements here. The train shed has 
a length of 620 feet, a heigut of 112 feet 
and a width o€ 570 feet. Beneath this 
ample roof four miles of tracks are 
stretched—enough to hold at one time 
Carg seating 28,000 passengers. More 
than 3,000 cars pass in and out over 
the gtation’s twenty-eight tracks every 
day, carrying above 25,000,000 passen- 
gers a year—about the same number as 
those occommodated by the smaller 
North station amd twice as many as use 
the Grand Central in New York, where 
the New Haven road has its other ter- 
minal. The average number of trains 
in the nineteen operating hours of each 
day is upwards of 800 in the winter and 
still larger during the summer seasons. 
No other station in the United Siates 
handles so many trains, and but two In 
the world surpass it, both in London, 
while none anywhere even approaches 
the terminal’s physical size—it haa a 
yard surface of thirty-five acres, of which 
thirteen acres are under roof, 

Nor is its size the only striking feat- 
ure of this great traffic exchange. It 
has a unique, two-story arrangement of 
tracks, similar to that planned for the 
new terminals to be put up in New York, 
which gives it capacity for handling a 
great future expansion of business. Only 
the upper story, on a leve] with the 
street, Is as yet in use, but below this, 
in what may be called a DHasement for 
want of a better term, is a great loop 
intended eventually—when some satis-

Placed Under the Commission 


Mr. Stevens’ bill proposes to remedy 
the evils of the existing monopolies by 
extending the Interstate commerce law 
and the powers of the Interstate com- 
merce commission to embrace all private 
freight cars, or cars not owned by rail 
road companies used for carriage of 
freight. It provides that any facilities 
extended or service performed in and 
about the property transported In these 
private cars ts made a part of the obli- 
gation of common carriers and a part of 
the contract of transportation, Every 
owner of private freight cars or freight 
Hines will. if the bill passes, be required 
to file with the Interstate commerce 
commission, tn the same way that all 
railroad rate schedules are filed a list 
of {ts rates received for the use of pri- 
vate cars and a list of charges for any 
such service as refrigeration, and things 
of that sort, performed for the property 
while in transit. Every private car line 
wil] be required to report annually. and 
as often during the year as the commis- 
sion may require, the same facts pro- 
vided by law tin the case of railroad 
companies, and in addition must show 
all rates charged for whatever purposes, 
the amount earned for use of cars and 
for other service rendered, and specifical. 
ly show the names of owners and oper- 
ators of the cars and, If a corporation, 
the names and addresses of stock- 
holders.

TO PROTECT THE FARM 


A Cotton Trust, the Ware House Cer 
‘ tificate Plan, a General Cotton 
Exchange,. Among Those 
Offsred—All Say Re- 
duce the Acreage. 


“ Bince the recent slump in the price of 
otton there has been an extensive dis- 
cussion in the press of fhe south as to 
the causes of it, and as to the remedies 
which might refieve the situation for 
the planter, who is the rea) sufferer as 
the result of the depression. 

The Constitution ig in receipt of numer- 
Oys letters from all sections of the south 
discussing the present situation and sug- 
gésting remedies for it. All of these cor- 
réspondents, practically, declare that 
the present supply of cotton should be 
field, and that the acreage for 1905 
Should be reduced at least 25 per cent. 

Many suggest plans by which it Is 
thought the control of the cotton market 
may be képt in the hands of the grow- 
ers or theif representatives in che south 
§or their interests, All of these plans 
involve a complete and .a united cooper- 
ation on the part of the planters, and 
they must have that to make them 
effective. The ware-house certificate 
lan, a cotton trust, a general cotton 
exchange, are among the suggestions 
fiade, and these will doubtless be ex- 
tensively discussed at the coming cotton 
"meetings to be held the latter part of 


this month. 

In presenting the following letters It 
‘vas been necessary to edit them to some 
extent in oxgder to present as many of 
them as possible, but in all the essential 
features’ have been retained, and the 
plans suggested are presented com- 
pletely. 

Here are some of the ‘many letters 
which The Constitution has received re- 
garding thé present cotton situation: 

+: Barrow ls ¥essimistic. 


Editor Constitution, There is no doubt 
in sy ‘that. the thing. to.do ig to 
hola’ the’ balance of our cotton and re- 
duce the acreage and the fertilizer bilis. 
Everybody knows that if each was re- 
duced 25 per cent, cotton would go up 
very much. But are we going to do it? 
I fear not, and why do I fear it? Past 
experience answers. There is quite a 
jarge number of farmers who will in- 
crease if they think others will decrease. 
Some are already hiring hands at big 
Wages and expect to plant largeiy be- 
cause of the great agitation. If we are 
wise, we will plant largely in spring 
oats, and a big corn crop, “tHen what 
cotton we are willing to sell for 5 cents, 
or jess, as it may not bring more. All 
this talk about reduction may only make 
an increase. All the long resolutions, 
the wise editorials and the good advice 
from our able writers, I fear, will cause 
many to plant largely. How to make 
that short crop is now the great ques- 
tion. Something should be done to force 
reduction if it can be made practicable,

This ig not the case 
with the general ‘farmer. Then again, 
their namber is not so great. He, as a 
rule, has more influenge with his cus- 
tomers than any two among their num- 
ber. His advice Is asked time and again 
each day during the ginning season. He 
is in closer touch with them and knows 
better what they plant and how much 
they each will make than nine out of 
ten. The plan of organization should be 
for one or more ginners at once in every 
cotton growing county tn the south to 
cag the ginners together and organize 
them into a county lodge.

The foreign 
interests aid little here, and commission 
house business was devoid of special sig- 
nificance. The outlook favored a con- 
tinued {rreguar market. 

WHEAT—The wheat market today was 
steady. The trade was only of moder- 
ate proportions and pit Intérests figured 
for the bulk of the business. The con- 
ditions were not materially changed, and 
in view of the Sunday interval and the 
uncertainties with regard to the prob- 
able action of the eastern bull clique in 
the near future, there was a disposition 
in many quarters to proceed cautiously. 
The receipts were moderate, and the 
cash and export trade was slow. The 
crop situation was without feature and 
the foreign advices concerning the Euro- 
pean crop situation were without mate- 
rial change. 

CORN—In corn there was qa rather 
bearish feeling, but supporting orders 
were forthcoming on the dips, and it was 
apparent that some of the pit interests 
were buying quietly. ‘he country offer- 
ings were good, but the eastern ports 
reported a slow demand. On the other 
hand, gulf ports reported a fair forelgn 
demand. The cash trade was flat. The 
quality of corn in some instances was 
said to be fmproving. The feeling on the 
close was rather unsettled, but’ stil] bear- 
ishiy inclined. 

OATS—In oats the professionals at- 
tempted to create gelling pressure again, 
but support developed on the lower léev- 
els. The conditions generally were not 
materielly changed. 

PROVISIONS were dull as usual. But 
there was some little buying said to be 
for the account of certain packers. The 
hog situation was not materially changed. 

STOCKS—The stock market today was 
a quiet affair. There was a moderate 
demand for stocks at the lower 
but offerings generally were ample to 
meet the requirements. Sentiment was 
divided, «lthough routine news was quite 
favoratie. The money market continuéd 
easy. but the bank statement was not 
particularly favorable, In that there was 
a decrease in the surplus reserves, some

Assuming that the eastern war is soon 
to end, the probable effect is worth con- 
sidering, from a financial and business 
standpoint. Following the inauguration 
of peace our trade in the Orient will be 
greatly incritised. That ds what Messrs. 
Hil) and Harriman tell their friends. It 


-will greatly benefit the Pacific railroads. 


Our Pacific qmimerce is expected to 
jump by leaps and bounds. We shall get 
more liberal eptrance into the eastern 
countries of Asia and the closed door 
policy of Russia will give way to the 
open door, The United States will benefit 
more largely than European countr.es be- 
cause of our proximity from the Pacific 
coast. Important pligis of western rail- 
roads hinge on the conclusion of peace. 
Then for the first time our merchant 
marine, &g well as leading industrial cor- 
porations intend to show how ey can 
underse!! others in the Far t. Our 
trade with Japan will grow rapidly, 
where such a thing has been handicapped 
during the progress of hostilities. 


Bankers Buy Cotton. 


It ia said that local banking Interests 
have bought a good deal of cotton during 
the last fortnight because of knowledge 
of a pian to protect the price and pre- 
vent demoralization.

Whether they are in !t for more 
than a tum remains to be seen. If they

Pressed Stee] Car common dividend, In- 
ternational Paper common dividend and 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical common divi- 
dend, all of which went by the board 
during the setback in business. Certain 
companies wil] either increase their pres- 
ent payments or begin dividends for the 
first time in their history. The American 
Locomotive Company is likely to begin 
payments for the first time on its com- 
mon stock soon. The International Steam 
Pump Company, which came down from 
4 to 2 per cent on its common, is likely 
to go back again. United States Cast 
lron Pipe preferred stock seems lIlkely 
to be restored from 5 to 7 per cent, to 
which amount ft is entitled. United States 
Rubber preferred stock seems Iikely to 
be restored from 6 to 8 per cent. United 
States Realty and Improvement which 
has received no dividend since the re- 
organization, will probably go on a 4 or 
5 per cent basis. The common stock of 
the Genera] Chemical Company is likely 
to be restored to a 5 per cent L#@¢s dur- 
Bg the current year. These are but 
sampies. The year 1905 is likely to prove 
noteworthy for the prosperity of indus- 
trial companies, As for the United States 
Steel Corporation, there seems to be smal 


‘lixelihood of a return to dividends on 


the common stock during 1905, but it Is 
considered a possibility during the fol- 
lowing year or two. Tennessee Coal and 
Iron common stock ts expected to resume 
dividends on its c@amon stock this year. 


English oBard of rTade Statement. 


London, January 7.—The December 
statement of the board of trade shows 
increases of £2,623,500 in imports and 
£17,298,000 in exports. ‘ 

The chief increases tin exports were 
cotton fabrics, £8,848,810, and wool fab- 
rics, £2,109,480. The Increases for this 
year were £43,809,175 in imports and 
£50,818,415 in exports. 

The total imports, £2,756,810,620 and 
the total exports £1,504,069,485, for 
1904, are well ahead of al] previous rec- 
ords. Apart from the large Increase in 
the exports of cotton and wool manu- 
factures the principal features of trade 
were a decline of £!1,557,845 in iron 
and steel and £9,055,000 in apparel, the 
former largely due to diminished prices, 
the actual weight of the iron and steel 
exports being only 300,000 tons below 
those of 1903. The falling off in ap- 
parsel is entirely account for by di- 
minished shipments of clothes te South 
Africa,

NO MYSTERY IN METHODS 


USED BY THE STATISTICIAN: 


Army of Correspondents Maintained 
and the Government Figures 
Are Made Up from Their 
Keporte—Congressmen 
Investigate Work.

Washington, January 7.—(Special.)— 
The census bureau will issue two more 
reports on cotton ginning during the 
present season. The first, to be issued 
during the last days of this month, will 
show the amount of cotton ginned up to 
January 16, while the second, and last, 
wil] give the complete f{%gures for the 
whole year. This fina] regort will prob- 
ebly make itg appearance late in March 
or early in April, and will contain a very 
full statement of the cotton statistica] 
_ Work performed by the census bureau 
during the season, together with com- 
parison with the figures of former years 
and other interesting data. 

These two forthcoming bulletins will 
serve to show how much, if any thing at 
all, there ig ‘n the claim advanced in 
some quarters that the crop statistics of 
tie federal government are not only 
valueless, but positively harmful to the 
farmers, Some of the ginners refused to 
make statements as to the amount of 
cotton ginned by them when requested to 
do g0 by the census bureau during the 
time the preparation of the last ginners’ 
report, showing the amount ginned up to 
December !3, was being prepared. 

The situation brought about by the 
elump resulting on the issuance of the 
December $ estimate of Chief John Hyde, 
of the bureau of statistics of the deparft- 
ment of agriculture, has been sp acute 
@nd so much criticism of that estimate 
and of Census Director North’s subse- 
quent report has been indulged ay 
persons who are supposed to be the 
friends of the farmer, that the farmer 
himself has shown a not unnatural] ten- 
dency to side with the critics and against 
the government statisticians, That there 
is no sound and logica] warrant for any 
such action is firmly believed here by 
southerners who have gone carefully into 
the matter and who are convinced that 
the highest Interests of the producers of 
cotton can best be gerved by a continua- 
tion of the estimates and reports of the 
two offices already referred to—the bu- 
reau of statistics of the department of 
agriculture and the census bureau. 


Accuracy and Completeness Essen- 
tial. 


A maximum of benefit from these estt. 
mates and reports, however, can only be 
brought about through the full and free 
cooperation of the farmers and the cotton 
interests of the south generally. Should 
this support be withheld a return to the 
conditions which prevailed when the trade 
looked to such men as Neill and Buston 
for its cotton statistics and when the 
speculators had things practically in their 
ewn hands {fs certain. 

No disinterested person really doubts 
that Chief Statisticlaon Hyde and Census 
IMrector North are anything but honest, 
and nobody who knows anything about 
the gituation as ft exists here doubt that 
the estimates and reports given out by 
these two mén are as nearly accurate as 
guch statistics could possibly be made 
It is their business to tel] the world the 
facts about the crops of the country and 
they can only be hindered in so doing by 
the misdirected efforts of the people in 
whose interests their work is done. It is 
unfortunate that their announcements 
should at times cause such heavy losses 
as the two recent statements are pre- 
sumed to have caused among cotton 
farmers, but the farmers had to know

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The first week of 1905 wit- 
nessed an event of far-reaching 
significance in Atlanta’s financial 
world—the removal of the Fourth 
National Bank to its magnificent 
new home in its own building. 

“Beautiful for situation” is this 
stately pile. It faces the central 
plaza formed by the intersection of 
five great trade-arteries—Peach- 
tree, Whitehall, Decatur, Mari- 
etta streets and Edgewood avenue. 
Visitors to the city, getting a gen- 
eral view of the situation, have 
noticed often the advantages of 


the site, while the business men 


of Atlanta, who know fully the 


city and its trade-conditions, un- 
hesitatingly say that the location 
is not surpassed. 

The building itself is an unu- 
sually fine type of modern steel, 
fireproof construction. Its archi- 
tects and builders were given 
freedom to select the best models, 
to secure the finest equipment, and 
to produce the best possible 
building, and they have wrought 
wisely and well. 

It is in the Italian Renaissance 
style, and stands sixteen stories 
high above the sidewalk, includ- 
ing the mezzanine, or bank gal- 
lery, and two stories below the 
sidewalk—the tallest building in 
the south. 

From the sidewalk to the third 
story window sills the exterior 
walls are of white Georgia mar- 
ble, elaborately carved, moulded 
and ornamented. Above the mar- 
ble the walls are of light-colored 
pressed brick and_terra-cotta, 
harmonizing with the marble. 

The offices in the building have 
been occupied since October rst, 
but the bank’s quarters were not 
ready for use until the first day 


of 1905. 


THE BANKING ROOMS. 

It is rather a difficult task to 
give in cold type and limited 
space a clear idea of the elegance, 
beatity and attractiveness of the 
banking rooms now occupied by 
the Fourth National. 

Entering at the main door one 
finds himself in a large public 
lobby, with stately marble pil- 
lars and mosaic marble floor—a 
spacious apartment, flooded with 
natural light and rich in solid 
marble and bronze fittings.

These rooms are wain- 
scoted in panels with beautiful 
quartered oak, the ceilings are 
curved and magnificently pan- 
eled, the chandeliers are of heavy 
handsome design in dull bronze 
and the furniture is of solid oak.

That 
will give me, at least, forty-elght hours 
to get away from Switzerland .In case 
you are willing to publish my state- 
ment,’ 

I should explain that at this stage I 
bed no knowledge of my visitor’s iden- 
thy. He had simply been brought to 
Me by the member of the revolutionary 
party already mentioned with the ex- 
planation that he had a statement of 
“reat importance to make to save two 
men from an unjust doom. 

I gave him the promise for which he 
esked. 

“TI am speaking,’’ he resumed, “I must 
speak, in the hope of saving two Per- 
sons from being buried alive in Stbderia 
for a crime which I alone committed. 

‘It was I who killed M. De Plehve on 
July 28 in the Ismailoffsky prospekt. 

“I had no accomplices, and the poor

“We lived on a large farm 4 miles from 
Moscow, and my father was a compara- 
tively rich man. On March 14, 1901, my 
father was found dead in a small wood, 
on our property, having been stabbed four 
times in the back and side. No will could 
be found, and the government took over 
the property. 

“My mother and I were left with prac- 
tically nothing, and she died in July of 
the same year from a broken heart. 

“I had nothing to live for then, and de. 
termined to commit suicide. But my 
despair turned to rage; I had something 
yet to live for—revenge. 

“IT left Moscow and went to another 
large town, and joined the Boievoji Or- 
ganisazia—the Terrorists. 


Selected for Murder.
